STATE TAX 


UNCHANGED 


A Communication from 


the Governor of 


Nevada. 


At a meeting of the State Board of 


Revenue, conlsting of the Governor, 
State Controller and Attorney-General, 
Governor Sadler in the chair, the State 
rate of taxation was Sxed, as pro- 
vided in Section 7 of "An Act to pro- 
vide for a more uniform valuation and 
assessment of property in this State," 
at eighty cents on each ono hundred 
dollars of taxable property. 


After the statements of the several 


County Auditors were received by the 
State Controller the total valuation for 
the State was ascertained to be $28,- 
104,196.57. This amount is considerably 
less than was expected at the time of 
the passage of the Revenue Act refer- 
red to, and by which anticipated In- 
crease of valuation the rate for State 
purposes was reduced from one dollar 
to eighty cents on each one hundred 
dollars of valuation. 


The total valuation of property for 


assessment purposes in the year 1900 
was $24,180.856.77. At a one-dollar rate 
the State proportion amounted to the

SHIPPING AND SUBSIDIES. 


J 


UST about the time the announcement was made 


that those who were so anxious to have the 


government go into the business of donating large 
subsidies to shipping interests which shall embark 
i& foreign trade, J. Pierpont Morgan purchased an- 
other line of merchant vessels at a cost of $5,000,000. 
Mr. Morgan is not in business for his health and is 
uot liable to engage in an enterprise unless he is 
pretty well satisfied that there is money in it for 
him. He is not a sentimentalist and has invariably 
been successful in bis in vestments, and time enough 
has elapsed to prove that he made no mistake in 
his last enterprise 
He did not wait for a subsidy. 


He became satisfied that there was money in the 
business without such paternalism. 
He had ob- 


served that there were very few vessels in the mer- 
chant marine flying the American flag, and that 
there was no lack of shipping to carry all of the 
freight without any bonus. Many |of the vessels 
would ffy the American flag but for the senseless 
law? we have which practically forbids it, through 
the unreasonable conditions which they impose. 
Foreigners can purchase their vessels wherever 
they can get them cheapest; man them with the 
men they regard as the most competent, and they 
are making money under these opportunities in the 
American carrying trade. Americans could do the 
same thing, but ownership under one flag does not 
permit tbem to fly the stars and stripes over their 
own cfafts. 
They must still be registered as for- 


eign vessels, if they are to exercise _such freedom 
and discretion. 
And this was what Mr. Morgan 


was satisfied to do. 


Under those conditions he invested millions of 


dollars nearly a year ago, and does not regret hav- 
ing done so. The main argument for the shipping 
subsity bounty nas been that no one could afford to 
build American ships and hire American seamen 
and go into the business, while as a matter of fact 
our ship builders are successfully competing with 
foreign builders, from sailing vessels to warships. 
Mr. Morgan did not wait for the building of vessels 
or the picking up of new business; he bought exist- 
ing lines fully equipped, with the good will that 
was valuable. If the laws were liberal, free from 
annoying conditions, in adding -to these lines he 
would undoubtedly procure vessels built at Ameri- 
can ship yards, as others are doing, on their merits. 
He evidently does not believe that the business 
needs bolstering from the national treasury, as his 
investment ot millions plainly shows. . 


But Mr. Hanna and his associates desire that 


bounty, and will again urge it at the coming session 
of Congress even more persistently than at the last. 
Mr. Morgan's action and its result, ought to prove 
conclusively that there is sufficient encouragement 
to ship building in the United States without any 
government gratuity, leaving the only subsidy ar- 
gument upon the single plea that it furnishes means 
for ridding the treasury of some of its troublesome 
surplus. 


SAN FRANCISCO'S MAYOR ELECT. 


T 


HE election of Eugene F. Schrait^ as Mayor of 
San Francibro ih a scathing rebuke to machine 


politics, Democratic and Republican, in that city. 
It shows, moreover, what the workingman can do 
with the ballot, a lesson which should be instruc- 
tive in national as well as municipal elections, in 
the future. 
Had the laboring classes been as tiue 


to their own intert^ts at the last two presidential el- 
ections, their cause .vould have been promoted to a 
greater extent than could have been accomplished 
by dozens of successful strikes. Strikes are well 
enough in their way when there is no other re- 
course, but intelligent use of the ballot is what 
counts in removing the necessity foi them. We 
predict that Mr. Schmitz \\ ill make an excellent 
Mayor. He has a liberal education, is clear headed 
and will not be apt to be influenced by the radicals 
of the organizations that nominated him. He is 
comparatively a young man, a native son, and has 
every incentive to the pursuance of such a course 
as will entitle him to higher honors in the future. 


- THE Democrats retain many unpleasant memor- 


ies of the past, when they have attempted to bring 
about tue defeat of Jones, and they have consider- 
able respect for his fighting abilities.—Carson News. 
The fCews, evidently, is not posted in the history of 
Nevada politics. Senator Jones has never encount- 
ered any organized opposition in the past, from the 
Democracy of Nevada. His principal opposition 
has been in his own party, and the Democrats have 
generally favored hirn in preference to other Re- 
publicans, because of bis supposed fidelity'to the 
silver cause, aud the ability with which he .advocat- 
ed it. But bimetallism being "dead," that incentive 
is dead with it, so far as the Democrats are concern- 
ed. Senator Jones worded his own political epi- 
taph in the little sentence, "silver is dead."

tion of humor is small—but more properly there 
were two voters for each eleven inhabitants. I{i 
some of the States of the country, especially those 
of the northwest, the proportion of voters was larg- 
er. In Nevada it is about one vote for every four 
and a half inhabitants, according to the last census 
and the last election returns.
